Queens Students Rally To 
Support Of Campaign 

THE National Student Petition 
* campaign received new .sup- 
port last night when a letter 
from the Hon. Ian Mackenzie, 
Minister of National Defence 
reached the local executive of 
the Student Petition Committee. 
The letter confirmed an ap- 
pointment for n meeting of a student 
delegation wllh Cabinet^ to be held on 
rrlday. March lllth. 

This student dcIcRntion is p,irl of !he 
plan which wa.s drawn up to cn.ible 
Canadian students lo present their 
opinions on. some vitarqucstlons of the 
day to the government. The délégation 
wilt present the government with the 
petition which Is now bejpg circulated 
In unlvcraities across the country. Jt 
is expected that I here will be ovor lii,- 
000 signalorles to the petition which 
wi(i thw express the opinion of a 
large majority of the students of Can- 
ada. 

<Maiii Principle* 

. There are two main principles em-, 
bodied in the petition. The first is '.ht 
objection of students lo the Militi.i Act 
•s it now stands which enables the 
government in power to enforce con- 
scription for active service abroad 
without the ilpproynl of Parliament. 
The second principle Is the dem.-tnd for 
a clear c.\prcs.slbn of Canada's foreijir 
policy and Caniidn'» position in caiio 
of a war in which Great Britain is in- 
volved. According to members of the 
Pftitlon committee, this clause is not, 
as it was termed by some, an attempt 
to free Canada from any empire tics, 
but it is rather an altctnpt to ticcure a 
foreign policy which expresses the will 
of the people of Canada such as It may 
bo at the lime that w-« are called upon 
to act. 

The student delegation will consist ot 
reprcscniallves-rrom McOIll, Unlvereity 
or Montreal, and other targe student 
bodies. It will present Cabinet with 
the rfauHs of the survey conducted 
during the petition campaigu. 

In connection with tho campaign let- 
ters have recently been received from 
the Students' Council at Ottawa which 
Intlicala that the students ' there have 
received the petition "in a dcoiUcd fav- 
ourable manner" and "thero would bo 
very few .students opposed to. the pe- 
tition," This reception has been re- 
pealed la all the universities that ltav« 
been heard from lo. date. 

The campaign will .continue through- 
out the country ' until March/'Olh.

playing there since Friday, as jou 
probably know. "Bulldog Drum- 
mond" was doing bis stuff on the

Mr. Noble said that ho was 
brought up on classical music. It is 
still his hobby, though he doesn't 
get much time now for hobbies. We 
asked him what composers he liked. 
He mentioniU Beethoven, and some 
modern composers Incluiling Hoist. 
Vaughan-WilUams, Scriabine. llo 
didn't like Mendelssohn. Mendels- 
sohn, he s-lid. was a sentimentalist 
In an unsentimental age. We re- 
flected that this is a dist:nctly sen- 
tlmenlal age, as, witness the recept- 
ion of -Mr. Noble's "Love is the 
Sweetest Thing."

Sir Edttard Analyses Primm 
Obligations Imposed 
By Freedom 

A SURE sign that the De- 
^ pression is over was dis- 
played last night at the Annual 
Arts Banquet, when some 200 
celebrating Arts Students re- 
galed them.selves in the Union 
Ballroom. Sir Edward Beatty, 
Chancellor of the University, 
: was the guest of honor, and in 
!his adress, expressed his wholc- 
] hearted supported of freedom of 
{speech, thought and personal 
' liberty, but stressed the fact 
that this freedom entails re- 
sponsibilities and obligations, 
and must not be abused. 
The three prime obligations 

associated with freedom ot opinion, 
stated the Chancellor, .are: Cocslstcncy 
] In one's convictions, accuracy iii th« 
I knowledge of facts, and a due regard 
■ to modesty. .Vcadcm'c freedom, when 
I abused ts injurious to the reputation 
I ot a University. While a fine Board ot 
' Governors, a responaibic executive, and 

I .learned and Inspiring teachers are es- 
isisntial to a University, the human ma- 
terial in it Is the backbone ot the L'n:- 
versity. and the custodian of Ks food 
' reputation. McGill has a great rcputa- 
; tion. This should be guarded by th^ 
' Student Body itself, no less than by the 
i Governors and by the Faculty, 
I toast McGUl 

I The program commenced with a toast 
' to Ihe Alma Mater proposed by Jack 
I tlodgson, who concluded that for the 
future of McO;ll, "while there is deb', 
there is hope". Dr. Hendel replied to 
the toast with the observation, that 
"the idea of the University is the same 
i as tho idea of a democratic Commun- 
ity." The Graduating Class was toist- 
"ed by Dr. Bovey, who stated that the 
three qualities essential to democraoy. 
which McGill ought to leave with the 
Clstss of '07, were. Tolerance for the 
other fellows point of view, Courage to 
cxpr*s3 your own op'nion, and Opfi- 
mism to f.TCc a muddled world. R'^pi.':- 
ing to this toast. Hugh Dohcr.«. Presi- 
dent of th.0 Graduating Class, spoke in 
defence ot the much criticized ' Arts 
Faculty. poln{lng out that otltcr fa- 
culties place too much emphasis on (he 
University as a technical school.

LAST night before the Arts Under- 
graduate Society Sir Edward Beatty ,

In a university the essential components 
are the Board of Governors, the Adminis- 
tration, the Teaching Staff and the Stu- 
dents. The laist mentioned branch is from 
many points of A'iew the most important. 
Although students today have a large 
amount of freedom, they must remember 
Jjat there are certain obligations^Syliich 
must be fulfilled as far as the community 
is. conceiTied. The university trained man 
is one with a great 'deal more education 
than the average citizen. It must be real- 
ized that every privilege and advantage 
carries Its responsibility. 

Sir Edward said that one of the great- 
est things today was freedom of speech — 
but this freedom of speech must be ex- 
ercised judiciously. If it is felt that a cause 
is to be supported then it must be sup- 
ported wholeheartedly. . However, such a 
path will only be clear and the arguments 
in its favour will only be convincing if the 
facts are correct. In this, as all things, 
accuracy must prevail. 

We at the university today are priv- 
ileged to receive an education more ad- 
vanced than many of our fellows. It is up 
to us to take our place in the community 
once we graduate. We must remember that 
it is still an attribute to be called a gentle- 
man and a scholar. It is up to us whether 
Ave will merit this or not.

WITH the annual announcements con- 
cerning the scholarships available to 
McGill and other Canadian and American 
universities, students begin to realize the 
imminence of the spring examinations. The 
second term is now well on its way, as most 
of us realize only too well, and now is the 
time for all good men (and women) to 
come to the aid of McGill's good name in 
the world of scholarships. The winning of 
the Rhodes Scholarship by Jack S. Hodgson 
this year should prove a boost and inspira- 
tion to all students in the first class group.

take advantage of it. ^ • 

But amidst all the'excitement aroused 
by approaching examinations, it should not 
be forgotten that this is the time of year 
in which clubs and societies are most 
neglected. Everyone can surely afford the 
tinie to attend at least two meetings of his 
favourite societies every week even at this 
hurried time. At the worst they serve to 
break the monotony of studying. Scholar- 
ship of course comes first, but no univer- 
sity can be proud of .any one who neglects 

his other campus duties.
